all had a fine time. 
A t S o ’clock Saturday evening 
we were again on the road and on 
aw aken in g in 
the 
morning 
the 
beautiful 
scenery 
of 
old 
V i r ­ 
ginia 
greeted 
our 
eyes. 
This 
indeed 
is

for 
pleasing surprises. 
T h e exquisite 
mountain scenery, the picturesque 
valleys,

bird. They lly abou t 100 y ards an d 
then shoot back iu 'o the water. 
I 
also saw lots of cither fish— some 
like a shark, abou t fou r feet lon g, 
that wou ld ru n alon g the side of 
the boat cju ite a distan ce an d then 
div e in to the water again . 
It was 
lots of fu n to watch them. 
“ W e sailed across the water to 
within fiv e miles of the western 
en d of Cu ba, a lev el portion of the 
islan d, cov ered with thick bru sh. 
Then we sailed alon g the sou thern 
part of the islan d, which is v ery 
mou n tain ou s, 
the scen ery bein g 
gran d. 
“ W e n ex t reached San Domin go, 
the people of which islan d are the 
wildest lookin g I ev er saw. 
They 
brou ght ou t a boat load of ban an as, 
pin eapples, etc., which the .soldiers 
appreciated, I tell y ou . 
Oran ges 
an d lemon s grow here ju st like ap­ 
ples an d pears in Missou ri. 
“ W e spen t the Sabbath at San 
Domin go, an d then came on to 
Pon ce, Porto Rico, pu llin g in to 
the bay the 3d of Au gu st. 
There 
is n o dock here an d we had to u n ­ 
load in small boats, afier a water 
v oy age of 1,45^ miles. 
“ After we got ou r horses u n ­ 
loaded we wen t u p throu gh the 
town to a v acan t lot by a Catholic 
chu rch, where we had su pper an d 
camped for the n ight. 
W e did n ot 
pu t u p ou r ten ts, bu t laid down on 
the grou n d an d soon were asleep, 
bu t were arou sed at midn ight by a 
heav y rain fallin g u pon u s. It on ly 
rain s abou t on e hou r ou t of ev ery 
twen ty -fou r here, 
bu t it comes 
down in torren ts while it lasts. 
“ I was sittin g u p with a sick 
compan ion , when an old woman 
came in an d told me the arriv al of 
the American soldiers was the hap­ 
piest ev en t of her life.

“ W hen we left Tam pa two men 
of troop A deserted their comman d 
an d secreted themselv es in

tran sport. 
On e of them was for­ 
merly a Kan sas City policeman .

A Horrible Fieture of Neijfieet and 


i'ruelty Drawn by a îSoklirr

The Second Missouri sent seven­ 
ty-three sick men on a special train 
of four Pullman cars famished by 
the government 
today, 
says a 
Chickamauga dispatch to today’s 
Globe-Democrat. 
Lieut. Col. De- 
muth, who commands the regiment 
in the absence of Col. Caffee, had 
intended to use the train supplied 
by Gen. Bell, but the sick men had 
already been held for four days 
since their furloughs were granted, 
and the regiment is under moving 
orders. All arrangements had been 
made for a special train by the gov­ 
ernment, and the matter was laid 
before Gen. Breckinridge. 
líe or­ 
dered the men sent at once, holding 
that it would be inhuman to delay 
further or to attempt to move the 
men while the regiment was break­ 
ing camp. 
The trip to be made by the men 
of the Second is 203 miles shorter 
than that which the St. Louis train 
will make and the government se­ 
cured their transportation at a 
slightly reduced rate from that 
which it will have to pay for the 
men going on the other train. 
Unless the necessary- furloughs 
can be secured for the First and 
Fifth Missouri men, they will hard­ 
ly be able to get away Wednesday 
evening. 
The movement of the Third di­ 
vision of the First army corps be­ 
gan today with the Twelfth Min­ 
nesota and Fifth 
Pennsylvania. 
The Twenty-first Kansas will get 
away tomorrow, and the Second 
Missouri Wednesday morning.

A horrible picture of the military 
hospitals at Chickamauga park is 
drawn by Keene Ryan, who grad­ 
uated from the Danville Theclogi- 
cal seminary last spring and enlist­ 
ed in the Volunteer Signal corps. 
When the corps wa^ ordered to 
Newport News a week or so ago 
Ryan was suddenly taken ill and 
left behind. 
lie was sent to one 
of the division hospitals, and in 
this letter to a friend in Danville 
tells of some of his observations 
and experiences. 
Other \ olunteers 
at home on furloughs confirm a 
great deal related by Ryan. 
“ The hospitals at Chickamauga 
park,” Ryan writes, “ are veritable 
pesthouses, where more men have 
been killed by neglect and cruel 
and inhuman treatment than have 
died from Spanish bullets. 
Sick 
men have been crowded into these 
tents until they have almost suffo­ 
cated. 
Patients dying of typhoid 
fever have been jammed in between 
men suffering with 
other 
and 
chronic diseases and the diseases be­ 
come complicated on account of 
the contact. 
For ten days after I 
was brought to this hospital I lay 
beside a man delirious in typhoid 
fever, and across the tent was an­ 
other dying of the same disease. 
He was too weak to keen the flies 
A. 
away and they gathered about his 
eves, nose and mouth until his face 
was black with them. 
“ It is useless for friends to send 
us delicacies to eat. 
We never get 
them. 
Everything of this kind is 
gobbled up by the officers and nurs­ 
es. 
I have seen nurses take meals 
prepared for patients and go on the 
outside and eat them. 
My nurse is 
a man named Murphy. 
He is a 
great, stapping fellow, with a red 
face and a mug of a pugilist. 
The 
other night a surgeon got angry at 
him for neglecting some of the pa­ 
tients and yelled : 
“ ‘Man, don’t you 
know any­ 
thing about nursing r’ ” 
“ ‘Not a d— d thing,’ was the 
reply.” 
“ ‘ Weil, what in the devil are 
you doing here, then?’ ” 
“ ‘Killing time 
and 
pay.’ ” 
“ ^ ou mean killing

“ When he wanted to wake us up 
he w^ ould go tlirough the ward 
jerking the feet sticking from be­ 
neath the covers and bellowing 
like a lion. 
“ One of the sad things notice­ 
able about the place is the look of 
hopeless despair pictured on the 
face of almost every patient. 
It 
reminds one of the stories told of 
the poor devils in the leprosy com­ 
munities.” 
The St. Louis Republic of this 
morning had the following from 
Chickamauga : 
A private in the Second Mis­ 
souri regiment writes, in part, as 
follows : 
“ When we were mustered into 
the army we took oath with the ex­ 
pectation that we would endure 
hardships in various ways. 
We 
came to a climate that was not fa­ 
vorable. 
We have endured the 
heat and the hardships, and now 
that peace has been declared, we 
feel that to ask to be disbanded at 
this time is not an injustice to our 
country on in any way unreason­ 
able. 
When we offered our ser­ 
vices to the country many of us left 
our business interests and made no 
small sacrifices to go.
